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Who Does Council Represent? 


Campus communication is a problem here, according 
to many members of the Sacramento State College Student 
Council. Just yesterday Student Council met with Hornet 
editors to discuss this “problem.” 

Monday, by voting te hold an executive (secret) ses- 
sion Student Council increased the socalled communications 
problem many times over. 

Members of the Sacramento State College Student 
Council are the elected representatives of Associated Stu- 
dents members, and, as such, actions of the ASSSC. council 
members should be the business of every one of the approx- 
imately 2,100 ASSSC card holders. 

Student Council, undoubtedly has the legal right, under 
common law practice, to go into executive session at will. 
The question is whether or not the council members are 
being morally faithful to their constituents. 

The people who provide the money have the right to 
know what's going on, as the old saying goes, and every 
ASSSC member pays $20 each year into the ASSSC coffers. 

Communication between the executive and legislative 
branch of the Associated Students and the voting public 
can and should be improved. But the needed improvement 
cannot be achieved by conferences and meetings to discuss 
campus communication. 

Student Council must realize that its first duty is to 
the members of the Associated Students. Then, and only 
then, can campus communications be improved. 

When council members realize and accept their respons- 
ibility to the people that elected them, they will be mature 
and able representatives and legislators. Such legislators 
will not allow secret sessions, for they will understand that 
in all their actions they represent, not themselves, but the 
students of Sacramento State College. 


Evening Meal Needed 


Each semester the number of students enrolled at Sac- 
ramento State College grows, the cafeteria becomes more 
crowded, there are more evening classes and more students 
eating dinner on campus each day. 

Despite all these signs of growth, the SSC cafeteria 
stands still in the amount of services it offers its faithful 
and captive patrons. 

Customers of the campus cafeteria, currently operated 
by the non-profit Hornet foundation, are faithful to a 
fault, for no matter what is served they come back the 
next time. This means that the staff need not search for 
new or better recipes, they never lose a customer. 

This is not as remarkable as it may seem, for SSC 
cafeteria patrons are virtually a captive group. Short 
periods of time between classes prohibit long jaunts for 
an evening meal and the campus cafeteria is the only food 
dispensing establishment in the vicinity. 

Whether or not the cafeteria is a successful financial 
venture is, of course, very important, sut equally im- 
portant, at least to SSC students, is a wholesome and edible 
meal, 

If it is possible, as recent menus have shown it is, to 
serve a dinner at noon, it should be equally possible to 
serve an evening meal. Hamburgers and chili, although 
both filling and usually warm, can become monotonous fare. 

Students have shown they are willing to pay any price 
necessary to buy decent food. It is time the cafeteria of- 
fered a wholesome and well balanced evening meal for its 
many regular patrons.

QUESTIONS VERACITY 
Editor of The Hornet: 

In your editorial of March 9 
concerning graduate student rep- 
resentation, you state that the 
members of the Student Counc] 
and the committee chosen to re- 
vise the ASSSC_ Constitution 
“wish to deny representation to 
graduate students.” You also 
state we “express belief” in tax- 
ation without representation, and 
that we are “content to partially 
disenfranchise graduate stu- 
dents.” 

How can you sleep at night 
after making such grossly false 
statements? The members of the 
Student Council do not believe in 
taxation without representation. 
We would be very happy to make 
such changes in the constitution 
as are necessary to allow gradu- 
ate students representation ef the 
Council. It is a relatively simple 
matter to make these changes be- 


fore the new constitution is rati- 
fied. 

What the Student Council 
wants before making provision 


for graduate representation is to 
know that the graduate students 
want such direct representation 
Thus far the graduate students 
have been content to Ict their 
voices be heard through the five 
officers elected from the student 
body at large. The graduate stu- 
dents do have the power and 
right to vote at ASSSC elections 
you know. 

It is true that not giving grad- 
uates direct representation on the 
Council is unjust, but do the 
graduates want direct represen- 
tation? Do they want to he 
forced to organize into a class 
and send a representative to the 
Council? I doubt it. If the gradu- 
ate students really want repre- 
sentation they will send a dele- 
gation to the Council with a pe- 
tition asking for this representa- 
tion. When they do this, I, and 
I'm sure the rest of the Council, 
will support the graduates to the 
fullest. 

Until such time as the graduate 
students present themselves in 
this manner, it is well to remem- 
ber that graduate students do 
have a right to vote in ASSSC 
elections, and that all Council 
meetings are open and any stu- 
dent or students may come and 
present his views on ASSSC af- 
fairs

In spite of Demon Television, attendance at all sports 
events went up last year according to a survey by the New 
York Morning Telegraph and Racing Form. College foot- 
ball attracted 725,636 more spectators than the previous 
year. All sports included in the study had bigger crowds, 
including horse racing, professional basketball, baseball, 
and football. 

Sacramento State followed the trend. Total attendance 
at Hornet feotball games climbed from 4,601 ia the first 
season to 5.383 in the second season, a gain of 16 per cent. 
The increase is even greater in basketball. Although the 
wianing record is only slightly improved over the previous 
year, SSC hoopsters drew 1,617 more people than 1955. 
The 1955 edition drew 3,018, or 335 per game. This year 
1.635, or 421 individuals came te the Hornet pavilion per 
game. This is a per game increase of 26 per cent! 

Almost 1,900 more student body cards were punched 
this year. General admission increased over 50 per cent, 
and three times as many children attended! Student and 
community interest in the Hornets is growing. Although 
it still hasn’t reached the level hoped for, one can't com- 
plain about such definite signs of progress 

The concern for school spirit recently expressed in 
Letters to the Editor may be indicative of things to come. 
Bleck S’s very successful variety show, which might he 
dubbed Operation Bootstrap. is another part of the trend: 
increased attendance, increased interest, better showing. 
higher prestige.

Young engineer 
works on new Ways 
to remove heat 
from atomic reactors 


An atomic reactor running at full efficiency 
creates a tremendous amount of heat in its 
core. By removing this heat and putting it to 
work boiling water to make steam, stom- 
made electricity is produced. 

One of the men responsible for designing 
new, more efficient ways to remove heat from 
atomic reactors is 29-year-old Doctor Salo- 
mon Levy — Design Analysis supervisor in 
the Atomic Power Equipment Department s 
Reactor Engineering Unit. 


Levy’s Werk interesting, Vital 


To study this problem of heat transfer, 
CG.E. recently constructed a heat-transfer sys 
tem. By electrically simulating the heat pro- 
duced in a reactor, it is possible to determine 
the maximum rate at which heat can be re- 
moved from a reactor to make steam. 

Dr. Levy conceived the idea of building 
this complex system, designed it and super- 
vised its construction. At present, Levy 
works with this system to study new prob- 
Jems of heat transfer and fluid flow encoun- 
tered in atomic power plants.
